A high pressure lint air mass centered over 


easlern Kentucky and western Virginia remains 
stationary. This is Tunneling torrid heal up from 
the Gulf of Mexico. And a cold front moving 
across Ihe plains states suddenly has slopped 
moving and was reported weakening. 


Temperatures in the Twin Cities area reached 


an unofficial high of !)1 decrees Tuesday. They 
hovered between 9(1-!) 1 for about, five hours, 
between noun and 5 p.m. The overnight low was 
(H, recorded at about 7;!)!) a.m. today. 


Inland, away from Lake Michigan, even 


higher temperatures were recorded. Vaca- 
tioners in Ihe Upper Peninsula suffered, loo, as 
in Marqucltc the temperature climbed lo 95, a 


record for Aug. 28, and at Sault Sic. Marie, 93 
degecs was a similar record there. Lansing 
recorded 99 degrees. 


The heal wave has gripped the enlire eastern 


third of \he nation, and utilities are braced for 
another bout with electric power demands. 
Seven electric ulililies, making up the New York 
Power Pool, resorted lo a 5 per cent voltage 
reduction Tuesday, and they received extra vol- 
tage far demands from the Ontario Hydroelec- 
tric Power commission in Canada. 


The Canadian commission also supplied more 


than 1,000 megawatts lo Michigan utilities. 


American Motors, Chrysler and Ford reported 


some of tbeir plants were shut down because il 
was loo hot to work, but General Motors report- 
ed business as usual. The temperature hit 96 in 
Detroit yesterday. 


The heat-humidity combination is expected to 


continue through Sunday.

historians to proclaim that somehow 
(lie fiery ambition expressed in the 
Declaration of Independence that eaeh 
person is entitled to life, liberty and

of 
happiness 
never 


achieved a complete translation into 
the federal Constitution. 


Some who started the Revolution 


were on hand 12 years later to help 
patch the country together. Others 
faded from the scene before the mili- 
tary 
action 
concluded 
and 
were 


replaced by new faces. 


Old or new, both groups reali/.ed 


how dreams evaporate except as (lie 
dreamer or someone by his side can 
lay a suitable foundation beneath 
them. 


This breed of historian is overly 


glib. 


The Constitution, more than any 


document ever penned, most adequa- 
tely carries out the Declaration's first 
two goals. 


The pursuit of happiness remains 


beyond the written guaranty because it 
is a subjective measurement incapable 
of a standardization acceptable to all 
people or even a plurality of them. 
Those drafting the Declaration never 
defined it, nor attempted to do so. 


This fact to the contrary, it has not 


deterred the American governmental 
apparatus from trying to put it down in 
black on white every time Congress or 
a stale legislature convenes, or a 
President or a governor takes office.

The Water- 
gate hearings have achieved their 
dramatic effect primarily because of a 
preceding public distrust of the entire 
governmental system stemming from 
the disillusionment created by the 
promise which could not be met.

it falls short because it speaks in 
terms of simply reaping the harvest, 
of drawing from the well.

Oysters In Season 


Despite its sedentary habits, the 


oyster leads a perilous life, from 
spawning to harvest. The succulent 
mollusks are again in season! But the 
oysters found in stews, scalloped, 
panned and fried dishes account for 
only a tiny minority of the enormous 
potential supply. 


For every oyster that lives to ma- 


turity, a million or more are lost, the 
National Geographic Society says. Na- 
tural enemies gobble up the larvae as 
they swim about for a brief period nf 
freedom before attaching themselves 
to some solid object at the bottom of a 
: bay or estuary. After the "setting," 


predators get lo the soft body behind 
its armor of shell. 


Mussels may starve a whole oyster 


colony by growing over it arid cutting 
off the food supply, the microscopic 


. plant and animal organisms the oyster 
filters from the many gallons of sea 
wate,r it pumps in and out of its shell 
each day. 


Sharp temperature change may also 


kill the bivalves. Too much or too little 
salt in the water is a hazard. Polluted 
water may infect them or retard 
growth. Yet the prolific oyster has 
survived from the earliest times. That 
it has long provided food for man is 
proved by huge mounts of shells left 
near prehistoric settlements along 
European arid American shores. 


The Chinese cultivated oysters in the 


pre-Christian era, and 
the 
early 


Romans regarded them as a great 
delicacy. Today, scores of oyster 
species grow in natural or cultivated 
beds 
from 
China 
and 
Japan 
to 


northern Europe and South Africa. 


The United States is by far the 


world's leading producer and con- 
sumer, though output has dropped 
sharply from the nineteenth century 
high mark, the result of over harvest- 
ing, pests, pollution and 
wasteful 


operations.
